This fact developed today as the re- 
sult of an inquiry as to whether John 
Lind, President Wilson’s special com- 
missioner to Mexico, was planning to 
communicate with the constitutionalists 
with a view to obtaining a promise 
from them to tespect a‘truce while the 
projected October elections in .Mexico 
are under way. 

The administration is much interested 
in the bringing forward of new candi- 
dates for the Mexican presidential nomi- 
nation, though not willing to express 
any opinion as to the significance of 
these entries in their bearing upon the 
settlement of the question as to whether 
or not the government of Provisional 
President Huerta is genuinely comply- 
ing with the desire of the United 
States government for a free and fair 
election in Mexico.

In the appointment last’ Thursday by 
the president of Colonel Eli D. Hoyle 
as a brigadier general of the United 
States army, Atlanta may take satisfac- 
tion because he once lived here, Georgia 
may feel proud because he was born at 
Canton, Cherokee county, Mrs. James W. 
Morrow, Sr.,.and William EE. Hoyle, his 
sister, and one of his brothers, find rea- 
son for much. pleasure; General Robert 
K. Evans, commanding the. department 
of the gulf, U. S. army, in Atlanta, is 
gratified, and the celebrated class of 
°75, West Point, of which both General 
Evans and General Hoyle were mem- 
bers, adds another star to its record 
and achieves the boast of having turn- 
ed out a round half-dozen of army gen- 
erals. 

General Hoyle now is in- the Philip- 
pines, in command of the Second Field 
artillery at Manila. He sailed for the 
islands on August 5, having been trans- 
ferred a short while previously from 
his former command of the Sixth Field 
artillery. It may be that before he 
begins generaling around in the army 
he will find a chance to visit his sister 
and brother and old classmate here and 
see again the old scenes that he knew 
first as a boy. 

News of the appointment of General 


Hoyle has arrived in Atlanta in s pri- 
vate advices and in .the Congressional 
Record, just received. Mrs. Morrow, 


his sister, whose home is at 493 Court- 
land avenue, already knew of the ap- 
pointment when a Journal representa-_ 
tive asked her about it Monday morn- 
ing. 

. WEST POINT RECORD. 

The new general from Georgia was 
born in Canton in 1850, and in 1857 the 
family moved to Atlanta. During the 
war the youthful ‘Eli was adopted by 
a wealthy realtive in Alabama. The 
first congressman from this district 
after the close of the war—Pierce Young 
—appointed Bli’s elder brother, George, 
to West Point, George being the first 
southern cadet to enter the academy 
after the great struggle had ended. Eli, 
in Alabama, heard of his brother's ap- 
pointment, and went after the Republi- 
can congressman, Mr. Buakley, to. get 
one for himself. But the Republican 
had appointed others. They . failed: in 
examinations, Eli went back to him. 
“If the next ones you appoint all fall 
down, will you give me a chance?” he 
asked. He got the promise, and they 
| failed, and he was appointed and stayed 
at, West Point. He graduated in 1875. 
From among his classmates the army 
has gained General Tasker H._ Bliss, 
General Erasmus Weaver, General Rod- 
ney Smith (recently retired), - General 
Thomas H. Davis, General R. K. Evans 
and now Generel Hoyle himself. 

From West Point young Hoyle went 
to the artillery school at Norfolk, Va., 
and then entered the service as a_lieu- 
tenant. He married Miss Fannie de 
Russey, one of the three beautiful 
daughters of General de Russey, all of 
whom married members of the class of 
‘75. General Hoyle has four daughters, 
aM of whom married army officers, and 
one son, Lieutenant de Russey Hoyle, 
who graduated seven years ago from 
West Point, and is stationed now with 
the artillery at Fort Riley. General 
Hoyle has two brothers, Messrs. Frank 
J. Hoyle, of New York, and William E. 
Hoyle, of Atlanta; and one sister, Mrs. 
James W. Morrow, Sr., of Atlanta. Me- 
jor George S. Hoyle, who preceded him 
at West Point, died in Atlanta about six 
years ago, while on recruiting duty 
here. 

FORTY-TWO YEARS OF SERVICE. 

General Hoyle has had some forty- 
two years’ service and will be retired 
probably about 1915.

Randolph Charchill 
Tells Negro People 


Randolph Churchill, LL.D., member of 
the famous British family of that name, 
but an American citizen, told more than 
@ thousand negroes, who gathered at the 
Big Bethel church Sunday night to hear 
him lecture, that thé opportunity of 
their race lies here in the south, where 
they are understood, rather than in the 
north and east. 

Mr. Churchill, who made startling 
revelations as the result of his work in 
the Congo six years ago, told his 
audience that he had just come from a 
six weeks’ stay in Ohio. 

“I have tested the temper of

opportunity lies here at home. 

“Southerners understand you better 
and do more tewards the uplifting of 
your race than do the northerners. 

“Europeans, amongst whom I have 
spent a great deal of time, often tell 
me that the negro in this country is im- 
posed upon. I tell them point blank 
that they do not know what they are 
talking about. In forty years you have 
worked out a civilization of your own 
here. You have your own colleges, 
churches, hospitals and homes, your own 
doctors and lawyers and business men. 
What other race has done so much in 
such a short time? 

“There is no race problem = or 
other problem here that cannot 
solved by brotherly love.” 

Mr. Churchill is in the south for the 
purpose of writing his impressions for 
the London Daily News and the London 
Guardian. Before leaving Georgia Mr. 
Churchill will visit several of the larger 
cities of the state. He will sail for 
Bngland the latter part of November.

Ulster’s Threat of Civil War. 


The devoutest wish of long generations of the 
irish people has been the right to home rule, the 
right to administer their local government as they 
themselves see fit, to be free in their internal affairs, 
though still loyally bound to Great Britain in the 


common interests of the Empire. lIreland’s struggle 


for this cause is one of the most compelling and, in 
som® aspects, pathetic chapters of history. It is filled 
with sacrifice and suffering and disappointment, 
with political intr.gue and war but above all_ with 
steadfast, unconquerable patriotism. Nowhere, save 


in the Emerald Isle itself, has there been so generous 
interest in the cause of Home Rule as in the United 
States. The sympathy of Americans has been aroused 
partly by the fact that many of them were themselves 
Irish either by .ativity or descent and partly, too, 
by their inbred devction to the principle of local self- 
government. From this councry has gone a large 
portion of the funds that have financed the Home 
Rule cause and kept it effectively militant. Naturally, 
then, Americans are watching with peculiar concern 
the startling developments to which this issue has 
recently given rise. 

so far as the British parliament goes, Irish Home 
Rule is now virtually assured. The Liberal Govern- 
ment, true to its promise, has steered a Home Rule 
bill through successive sessions of parliament, de- 
spite the opposition of the House of Lords, and when 
the measure passe, the Commons a third time, as it 
soon will, it will automatically become a law. Prior 
to the recent abolition of the lords’ veto power, this 
was impossible, but under the new order they cannot 
arbitrarily and indefinitely block progressive legisla- 
tion, though they may suspend it for a season. The 
pending Home Rule bill is thus expected to become 
effective in 1914. At this juncture, however, there 
has arisen a new and very serious problem. . 

In Ulster, the northermost province of Ireland, 
there is a faction, partly political and partly secta- 
rian, which violently opposes the independence of the 
country’s local government. Its followers are Pro- 
testants (though not all Protestants in Ulster are its 
followers) who see. to fear that an Irish parliament 
would be under Catholic domination to the extent of 
jeopardizing their religious liberty. So obsessed are 
they with this one idea, that they ignore the manifest 
benefits which Home Rule would biing to the Irish 
people as a whole and openly declare that if the pend- 
ing bill is put into effect they will revolt and set up 
a provincial government of their own, resisting the 
law of parliament by force of arms, if need be. 

Ulster’s defiance was at first suyposed to be largely 
a bluff intended to defeat the Home Rule measure, 
but within recent months it has reached such pro- 
portions as td form «ne of the most ominous prob- 
lems the government of Great Britain ever faced. Sir 
Edward Carson, formerly attorney general, and other 
Unionist peers have issued a manifesto declaring 
that the enactment of the bill will be the signal for a 
rebellion. “An Ulster volunteer force has been pro- 
vide. for,” writes one observer of the situation, “and 
a subscription list opened for an indemnity fund of 
five million dollars for the benefit of volunteers. The 
general of the Ulster forces has ween selectéd, and 
rifile clubs have been drilling for the past 
throughout Ulster.” 

The threat of civil war is no longer to be ignored. 
The Asquith ministry, while still adhering to its pur- 
pose to press the Home Rule bill to final adoption, 
must realize the grave need of prudent action; and 
so do the more thoughtful leaders of the Unionist, or 
Conservative, party.

The later have proposed, as a 
solution, that the Home Rule measure be referred to 
a direct vote of the English. people, but the Liberals 
reply that at the last general election this question 
was submitted and that the Liberal party was sus- 
tained by the people, a contention which in the main 
is true. It seems certain that the majority of Eng- 
lishment are willing that Ireland should manage her 
domestic affairs. The question is simply whether a 
small minority of the Irish in one province shall 
be permitted to res.st and defeat a reform which the 
great mass of their fellow countrymen ardently de- 
sire, whether the prejudice of a particular group 
shall intimidate the government of the Empire. 

Such an issue scarcely seems to call for an elec- 
tion but rather for firm and well-considered executive 
action. The Home Rule bill should stand or fall 
upon its own merits, not upon the fanaticism of the 
Ulster faction. If legislation is to be bent or broken 
by threats of rebellion, government will become un- 
wortby its name. What the Liberal party will do to 
meet this crisis is as yet unkaown. There have been 
several conferences within the past few weeks and 
much talk of compromise but no definite plan has 
been anmounced. Meanwhile Ulster’s preparations 
for strife go audaciously forwar«. 

The situation is perplexing and dangerous in- 
deed. Yet it is unthinkable that British statesmen 
will not find some peaceful way out of this difficulty. 
The inherent stability and composure of the English 
character has..o often been proof against violence 
that we can hardly imagine the kingdom torn with 
internal war in the twentieth century.

ilar shortages have had in years gone by, but at the 
game time it appears certain that it will be felt in no 
little degree.

When the American corn crop falls the principal 
crop of the nation is affected. The farmers of the 
United States annually plant a hundred million acres 
of land in corn. In, other words, the American corn- 
field is as big as all Japan, is larger than England, 
and is as great in extent as Italy and Greece together. 
It is more than twice as big as all the rest of the 
cornfields of the earth together, and it is the most 
productive of all the earth's cornfields, for, while it is 
only twice as big as the others, it produces three 
times as much as all of them. The annual crop now 
ranges between 2,500,000,000 and, 3,000,000,000 bushels, 
usually approximating the latter figure. 

es . s 

Some idea of how much corn this represents may 
be gathered from the statement that if all of it were 
put into a pyramidic pile with a bale a mile square, 
it would tower 400 feet into the air. Loaded in ordi- 
nary grain cars it would require nearly 2,000,000 of 
them to carry it, more than a load for every box car 
in the United States. And when we remember that 
our meat supply is partially the finished product of 
the corn crop, it will be seen how intimately the out- 
come of the corn harvest touches every table. The 
extent of the effect of the yield of corn on the price 
of beef may be illustrated by citing the fact that the 
difference in the price of corn in. Pennsylvania and in 
Iowa may make at least $10 difference in the cost of 
getting a steer ready for the block. The farmer who 
gets 60 cents for his corn must make each bushel add 
ten pounds to the weight of his steer when cattie 
bring 6 cents at the farm, or else he will find him- 
self working for charity.

The farmer does, not always profit by bumper 
crops. Indeed, there have been many times when rec- 
ord crops have been his undoing. For instance, in 
1906 the corn crop showed a yield of 2,927,000,000 
bushels, while the crop of 1909 amounted to only 2,772,- 
000,000 bushels. Yet, according to the figures of the 
department of agriculture, the yield of 1909 was worth 
nearly $500,000,000 more to the farmer than the crop 
of 1906. On the same principle that a fruit company 
may sometimes make money by dumping whole ship loads 
of bananas in the sea, in order to, prevent a too plen- 
tiful supply reaching the market and forcing down 
prices, so there are times when the farmer reaps a 
benefit from a crop failure,

It was this idea that Andrew Carnegie had in mind 
when he said that a war between a European nation 
ana the United States could not last a great while. 
He asserts that the consequent stopping of the ex- 
portation of foodstuffs from America to Europe would 
force up the price to such heights that a starving con- 
tinent, would’ demand peace in order that it might eat. 
After a certain point in food scarcity the price soars 
much more rapidly than the supply declines. until, at 
last, the point of prohibftion is reached and the people 
must starve because they nave no money with which 
to buy. : =

It has so happened in the United States that there 
has nearly always been either a very favorable or a 
very unfavorable crop condition in years of economic 
legislation. When specie Payment was resumed after 
the panic of 1873 there were some bumper crops which 
permitted the sale of a’ very large surplus to forelgn 
countries, and this brought in .a supply of metallic 
money that was necessary to the success of resump- 
tion. After the panic of 1907 it was the large crops 


to wipe out the shortage and place the finances of the 
country .on. a healthful basis gain. Likewise, the 
crop failures of the middle 90’s had a very intimate 
and important: effect upon the, financial situation of 
that day,

It is not a general shortage of food that seems re- 
sponsible for the high prices of the present day. For 
instance, in 1880 there was a per capita yield of corn 
amounting to thirty-four bushels. In 1910 it was al- 
most exactiy the same, and yet the farm value of a 
bushel of corn on December 1, 1880, was 36 cents, and 
on the same date thirty years later it was 48.8 cents. 
The corn crop of 1910 amounted to 343,000,000 bushels 
more than the crop of the year before, and’ yet it 
brought the farmer $150,000,000 less than the crop of 
the year before.

Just now the attempt to ascertain the real causes 
of the high cost of living is being made by every se- 
rious economic student. Some say that crop failures 
and crop successes have a comparatively small share 
in causing the steady rise, although, at that, the tax 
a crop failure imposes is great enough. They point 
out that consumers’ prices keep high during fat as 
well as during lean years, and thaf consequently the 
crop’ situation cannot be in any large degree respon- 
sible.

One investigator has taken the case of the city of 
New York. He finds that it costs the people of that 
municipality $150,000,000 g year to get its provisions 
from the freight depots to their kitchens. In other 
words, they pay out nearly half a million dollars every 
working day to the people who handle’ their food be- 
tween the steamboat and freight car and the back door 
of their kitchens. -

Just now there is much yliscussion among econo- 
mists as to the American dollar. Has its value depre- 
elated or has the value of food simply appreciated? 
Do commodities go up, or is it the dollar ‘that goes 
down? The man who can answer that question in a 
way that carries conviction will write his name on the 
tablet of the immortals. Some contend that a dollar 
is a dollar, heretofore, now, and hereafter, and that 
the whole thing is that commodities vary in value. 
Others contend that a plentiful gold supply makes 
money easy to get and, therefore, not worth as much. 
But it will be observed that prices of some commodi- 
ties stand still while others fluctuate slightly, and 
still others extensively. For instance, the price of 
oats was over 2 cents a bushel higher in 1906 than in 
1905, while the price of corn was a little more than a 
cent lower; at the same time wheat was 8 cents lower. 
It will be seen from this that the prices of these 
commodities could not be the result of a shrinkage or 
expanding value of the dollar, else it would show the

However all this may be, a study of the prices of- 


the great crops of the United States during a term of 
years will reveal the fact that the price of wheat goes 
up when there is a shortage of a hundred million 
bushels, and rises in increasing ratio as the shortage 
becomes more marked. Likewise, overproduction to 
the extent of a hundred million bushels forces the 
price down. In the case of corn it takes a half billion 


bushels variation to turn the balance of the price 
scale.

Impressive Services 
Mark Roddenbery Funeral 


THOMASVILLE; Ga., Sept. 29.—The 
funeral of Congressman Roddenbery oc- 
curred Sunday morning at 11 o’clock 
from the residence. It was necessary 
tg postpone the time half an hour in 
arder to allow those who came from 
various points in the district time to 
pass through the room and see the body 
as it lay surrounded by the most won- 
derful display of flowers that was ever 
seen in this section of Georgia. 

Promptly at 11 o'clock . Rev. J. H. 
Rushin begah the ceremony, Rev. W. H. 
Harris offering a short prayer and Mr. 
Hansell Watt singing “The Christian's 
Good-night.” Mr. Rushin paid a short 
but intensely effective tribute to the 
honesty, the faith, the power and the 
beauty of the life of Mr. Roddenbery. 

The miemberg of the congressional 
delegation from Washington arrived at 
9:15 and were taken at once to the 
hotel in autos, thence after breakfast 
to the house where they viewed the 
body and remained in the room where 
the services were conducted. They 
followed the family out of the house 
after the funeral and to Laurel Hill 
cemetery, where Mr. Roddenbery’s body 
was laid to rest. 

The conservative estimate of visitors 
to the city Sunday was 1,500, com- 
ing from every section of the district. 
Official delegations were present from 
Albany, headed by Mayor Tarver, and 
from Valdosta, headed by Judge W. E. 
Thomas. The country friends of Con- 
gressman Roddenbery were here in 
great numbers and there was noticeable 
absence of curiosity just to see the fu- 
neral.
